Congress Ready to End the 
Long Peacetime Session

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19—(#)— 


More than nine months after he 
asked for it, a bill boosting the 
minimum wage level from 40 to 
75 cents an hour went to Pre- 
sident Truman's desk today. 


The Senate stamped final con- 


gressional approval yesterday on 
the measure ^representing one of 
the main achievements of the 
piesident's domestic1 program. 


The bill could mean an in- 


crease in pay for about 1,500,000 
lower paid workers. However, 
because of a change in language, 
an indefinite number of those 
now under the law may be re- 
moved from its coverage.

WICHITA, Kas., Oct. 19—(&)— 


Unforeseen 
circumstances "en- 


tirely beyond the control of the 
Boeing company" have necessitat- 
ed the temporary layoff of ap- 
proximately 400 people, the bulk 
of them sheet metal workers at 
plant 1, it was revealed by Boeing 
Wichita officials late Tuesday.

government—then said it ought to 
shock the world if he said some- 
thing about balancing the budget 


"But this hasn't clicked hi the 


headlines for the last 18 years,' 
said the ex-President, long known 
for his serious manner.

Then he said he could give a 


financial lecture on why foreign 
loans never would be repaid. 


"But

since the first world war," he said. 


The audience of 1,200, some- 


what surprised by Mr. Hoover's 
approach, first smiles and then 
burst into laughter as he made 
his points.

Damage Lines 
With Gunfire 


Appeal Made to 
Hunters to be 
Careful in Shots 


Shattered 
telephone 
lines, 


smashed insulators and the loss 
of hundreds of telephone calls re- 
sult from damage by gunfire in 
the hunting season each year, T. 
M. Mullaiy, manager 
for 
the 


Southwestern 
Bell 
Telephone 


Company, pointed out today. 


"Thousands of wires are broken 


by stray shots every year," the 
Manager said. 
"Glass insulators 


are smashed by the hundreds, and 
cables carrying hundreds of pairs 
of vires are pierced by bullets. 


"It would help a lot," he added, 


"if we could just explain to hunt- 
ers why they should be careful 
in the vicinity of telephone lines. 
Even if a bullet or shot only nicks 
the wire, 
when 
cold 
weather 


comes the wire contracts and the 
added stress may cause it to break. 
A stray shot may cut off service 
on hundreds of lines if the shot 
hits a cable carrying up to several 
thousand individual pairs of tele- 
phine wires. 


"Those shiny glass insulators 


on the cross arms of pole lines, 
are tempting targets for a .22," 
Mullaiy added, "and smashing one 
of them breaks the wire too. 


It's not that hunter* deliberately 


try to hit the wires or cables and 
probably 
no 
sportsman would 


shoot at a sitting bird on a wire," 
Mullaiy said. "I guess they just 
don't 
realize 
that a hasty shot 


might cause serious- damage to 
telephone lines and disrupt long 
distance service." 


There is always a possibility 


that the call disrupted as a result 
of gunfire may be one of utmost 
importance, the manager empha- 
sized. He cited as an example a 
call for an ambulance from the 
scene of a major auto collision 
where minutes may mean the dif- 
ference between life and death. 


"Birds can fly away—telephone 


wires can't. 
So, all we can do 


is ask hunters please to be careful 
when shooting at birds in the 
vicinity of telephone lines," Mul- 
laly concluded.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19—(iP)- 


By voice vote the House Tuesday 
approved 
legislstion 
providing 


government loans for a vast ex- 
pansion of rural telephone service. 


Quick Senate approval is ex- 


pected to send the bill to the 
White House. 


Under the legislation, authoried 


by Rep. Poage (D-Tex) the gov- 
ernment would make direct loans 
for the building of Telephone faci- 
lities much in the manner it has 
aided expansion of farm power 
under the Rural Electrification 
Administration (REA). 


The loans would be made to 


cooperatives, and to private tele- 
phone companies for 'extension 
and improvement of facilities. As 
in the case of the REA, the loans 
would be for 30 years at 2 per- 
cent interest. 


No limit is made on the amount 


of loans. That would depend upon

Navy Propaganda Mill Operates 
Backstage to Disrupt Unification 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 — Last year, the 80th 


Congress investigated an army propaganda mill 
which used taxpayers' money to sell the Amer- 
ican public on military conscription; while Sen- 
ator Byrd of Virginia also criticized any branch 
of the government that issued a press handout 
publicizing its operation. 


But today there operates backstage in the 


navy, a secret publicity bureau almost solely 
obligated to smearing the army and air forces 
and disrupting unification. 


The publicity bureau is called "Operation 23" 


and it consists of 12 officers and 17 enlisted 
men, all on regular duty and officially assigned 
to this detail. 
The detail is commanded by a 


full-fledged naval captain, Capl. Arliegh Burke, 
with Commander Thomas Davies second in 
command. 


This underground unit takes orders chiefly 


from Admiral Arthur Radford, outspoken critic 
of the B-36. 


Significantly, operation 23 has seen flooding 


newspapers with anti-army propaganda at the 
same time an official naval board has been 
investigating another navy smear — the secret 
memo which claimed that Secretaries Syming- 
ton and Johnson ordered the B-36 because of 
personal or monetary gain. 
V 


This vicious myth, now completely exploded, 


was written by Cedric Worth, a civilian naval 
employe — or at least he assumed responsibil- 
ity. 
Worth, it now deevlops, was a part of 


Operation 23. And even before_ the board of 
admirals had finished its probe of the Worth 
smear, more propaganda began flooding the 
newspapers — some of it sent through the me- 
dium of naval reserve Capt. James Stahlman, 
^publisher of the Nashville (Tenn.) Banner. 


Note — One member of, Operation 23 is Lt. 


Sam Ingram, a naval reservist. Ingram report- 
ed for two \veeks' active duty one year ago, 
wrote Admiral Radford a letter castigating the 
air force, got a call from Radford to drop in 
for a personal visit. The visit lasted two hours 
and Lt. Ingram has been on permanent duty 
turning out cartoons and charts against the air 
force ever since. His salary for that year of 
sniping at another branch of the armed services 
was paid for by the taxpayer. 
Big Business' New Partner 
In the battle to restore the basing-point sys- 


tem, big business has had a unique partner— 
Senator Joe O'Mahoney of Wyoming, the fa- 
mous trust-buster. 


No one could believe that O'Mahoney would 


come out on the side of the big trusts. 
Hence, 


'many liberals were lulled to sleep by the fact 
that O'Mahoney introduced the basing point 
bill. 


In the eyes of big business, this is the most 


important bill to come up this session of Con- 
gress. For it would amend the anti-trust laws 
so that the steel industry, for example, could 
charge the same price for steel from the blast 
furnaces of Pittsburgh, Pa., or Geneva, Utah. 
This practice of regulating prices by absorbing 
the shipping costs was outlawed by the su- 
preme court, so big business turned to Con- 
gress to overrule the court. 


O'Mahoney made his bill sound so harmless 


that it almost passed the Senate without an ob- 
jection. Only at the last minute, Senators Rus- 
sell Long of Louisiana and Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee, both Democrats, caught what was 
going on and put up a fight against it. 


Back in O'Mahoney's trust busting days, he 


bitterly criticized the basing point system as a 
conspiracy by the trusts to regulate prices. That 
is the reason his colleagues couldn't understand 
why he now introduced a bill to restore the 
basing-point system. In fact, because of O'Ma- 
honey's reputation, many senators still believe 
his bill would encourage instead of stifle com- 
petition. 


What they don't know, however, is that O'- 


Mahoney was sold a bill of goods by the West- 
vaco Chemical company of Westover, Wyo. This 
company has paraded as an independent which 
discovered large trona deposits in Wyoming 
and now hopes to build a new chemical busi- 
ness producing soda ash from natural trona. 


Who's Fooling Whom? 
The senator from Wyoming wanted to em- 


phasize the independence of the company when 
he brought Robert D. Pike, an engineer for 
Westvaco, to Washington to testify. 


"This is an independent plant, is it not?" O'- 


Mahoney asked about the Wyoming plant. 


"Yes, sir, entirely so," nodded Pike. 
"It is not a subsidiary to any other plant 


engaged in the same business?" the ex-trust 
buster brought out again. 


"No, it is not," replied Pike. 
•'So that if and when established to develop 


the potentialities of this deposit, it will be an 
independent competitive enterprise," O'Mahoney 
added. 


""That is correct, senator," agreed Pike. 
Yet behind the legal red tpe, the Westvaco^ 


company is not so independent. 
For the same 


record, in which this testimony was printed, 
identifies Pike — in fine print — as represent- 
ing the Westvaco Chemical division of the Food 
Machinery and C h e m i c a l corporation. This 
turns out to be a Delaware corporation with 
tentacles all around the world. 
Mixed up "With I. G. Farben 
It is described in business directories as "one 


rSPAPERflRCHlVE® »-.,_ 


of the principal producers of industrial chemi- 
cals in the United States," and it was involved 
in court action this year with the international 
cartel in alkalis. 
On August 12, the mother 


company was slapped with a court injunction 
for violating the Sherman anti-trust act through 
this cartel. 
Named as co-conspirators were I. 


G. Farben company of Germany, and Solvan et 
Cie, of Belgium. The head of the British cartel, 
Imperial Chemicals Industries, Ltd., of London, 
was also named as a defendant through its sub- 
sidiary, Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd., of 
New'York. 


The court charged thai, the co-conspirators 


had been parties since 1824 to contracts gov- 
erning the sale of alkalis in the world market. 
And that the American cartel members had 
agreed to prevent other independent American 
firms from selling alkalis to foreign markets. 
This agreement was enforced by a policing sys- 
tem by which inspectors on U. S. docks bought 
up any materials likely to get into the hands 
of other exporters, it was charged. 


So it now turns out that the Westvaco com- 


pany, which is shouting its independence, is ac- 
tually tied to an international cartel. 


Some senators are now wondering -where that 


leaves Senator Joe O'Mahoney, the great trust 
buster.

so-called independent plant are Warner Chem- 
ical Co., of New Jersey, Westvaco Chlorine Pro- 
ducts Corp., of New York and New Jersey, West 
Virginia Charcoal Co., Barium Products, Ltd., of 
California and Monarch Chemicals Co., of New 
Jersey. 


Our Menus Are More Healthful 
Than They Were 20 Years Ago

WASHINGTON — Americans are learning 


what to eat. 


The most comprehensive study ever made of 


the eating habits of the American people has 
just been released by the Department of Agri- 
culture. For the first time it reveals all of the 
details of U. S. diet trends since 1909. 


Expert nutritionists who helped prepare the 


report agree that today's average American 
menu is far more balanced and healthful than 


it was 20 years ago. Advertising and public 


health campaigns for years have been trying to 
educate the people to this end. But up until 
now there has never been\such positive proof 
of the success of these efforts. 


There has been a steady shift away from the 


foods that make you fat to the foods that give 
you more energy and supply more of the im- 
portant vitamins. In 20 years the average per- 
son has reduced his potato eating 63 per cent. 
During the same period his consumption of can- 
ned fruit juices has jumped 453 per cent. That 
phenomenal increase is the biggest single change 
that has occurred in the American diet. 


From the standpoint of health, the experts 


say that increases in the consumption of dairy 
products, all fruits, and vegetables are the most 
significant changes. 
The eating of dairy pro- 


ducts, exclusive of butter, has gone up approxi- 
mately 40 per cent, For vegetables the rise 
was 40 per cent and for all fruits, 41 per cent. 
Potatoes And Wheat Have Sunk 
The relative increases are only slightly mini- 


mized by the fact that the average American's 
intake of all food has gone up about 12 per 
cent. The big increases in consumption of dairy 
products, fruits and vegetables means that these 
items have become a much bigger fraction of 
the American diet than potatoes and wheat 
products, the latter having dropped 46 per cent 
in relative popularity during the past 20 years. 


In actual poundage,-.according to the report, 


the average per capita consumption of wheat 
flour, in the form of such things as bread and 
cake, has dropped from 203 pounds per year 
in 1909 to 129 pounds. The only wheat products 
which have increased in popularity are spa- 
ghetti and macaroni. Average per. capita con- 
sumption of those two has increased from 4.1 
pounds to 6.6 pounds. 


The diet experts point out that there are im- 


portant food elements in wheat products which 
are essential to life. But in the past there was 
a tendency to make them too big a traction of 
the diet. The trend away from that large quan- 
tity which used to be eaten is considered good 
because it has been in the direction of more 
balanced diets. 


Today the average person eats about 1581 


pounds of food per year, according to the report. 
Here it is broken down according to major 
food groups: 


At the top are dairy products with 431 pounds 


as the average yearly quantity consumed per 
person. Next most popular group is 348 pounds 
of leafy yellow and green vegetables, other 
vegetables except potatoes and fruits except 
citrus fruits and tomatoes. 
Grain Products Third 
Third on the list are 171 pounds of grain pro- 


ducts including those made from wheat, corn, 
rye, barley and rice. Then next in order:' 158 
pounds of meat, poultry and fish; 115 pounds 
of potatoes and sweet potatoes; 106 pounds of 
sugar and syrups; 105 pounds of citrus fruit 
and tomatoes; 65 pounds of fats, oils and butter, 
47 pounds of eggs; 19 pounds of coffee, tea and 
cocoa; and 16 pounds of dry beans, peas, nuts 
and soya products. They add up to the total of 
1581 
pounds. 


In 1909 grain products were the second most 


popular foods after dairy products. Since 1909 
potatoes dropped from fourth to fifth place, 
switching places with meat, fish and poultry. 


Within the major groups there have also been 


some interesting shifts. Corn bread used to be 
a popular food down south and with the lower 
income groups to the north. Average per capita 
consumption dropped from 52.5 pounds to 14.5 
pounds. Hominy grits which are eaten almost 
exclusively in the south have dropped from 
an average per person consumption .of 4.5 Ibs. 
per person to 2.4 pounds. There has been a 
very recent increase in the consumption of grits 
not shown, in this report which has the experts 
stumped, however. 


Coffee drinking has also increased noticeably. 


Average yearly intake in 1909 was 7.6 pounds. 
Today it is close to 16 pounds per person. 


The report is of greatest interest to all per- 


sons connected with the food business.
